TJON'T worry It baby Is not walking 


when he Is a year old, and If >ou 


are a young mother-don't worry every 
older mother you know by asking her 
"When should baby begin to walk?" 
because the fact Is there U no fixed 
date for tha performance to,begin. 


Some babies are ."strong on their 


pins" at a year old, others not. until 
they are two perhaps or near It, but 
this should not make a.'mother anxious 
If her baby Is otherwise healthy and 
strong 
It Is, too, a mistaken notion 


to think that baby "should be taught 
to walk. This Is one of the things 
that do not require your Interference. 
Mother Nature manages it, and when 
the ligaments and bones a^e strong 
enough you simply can't stop baby 
from walklng-r-not, at least, unless you 
actively prevent him from doing so. 
There Is no objection to holding his lit- 
tle hands, guiding his steps or putting 
him Into "leading strings" to prevent 
his falling Against some dangerous ob- 
ject. These are. things that must be 
done to safeguard him. But to put a 
child upon his feet when he has no de- 
sire to be on them'~and toMead him 
along against his will under the mis- 
taken Impression that >ou are doing a 
good tljmg and strengthening his legs 
and ankles is to (run a very 'serious 
risk of making him bow legged 
Tho 


body pressing against the bones which 
are not jet properly hardened causes 
them graduall\ to yield and bend out- 
ward 
Ihe result is a permanent de- 


formity which even an operation Is not 
able to remedy. 


A heaij child should be kept off his 


legs as much as possible during his 
second sear, when he Is toddling about 
actively, for If he Is allowed to be on 
them as much as.he.wants.to.he Is very 
likely to make himself bowlegged.

any kind of fruit that Is in season. 
About one pound and a half of apricota 
and an ounce or more of sugar are

For the suet pastry use half a 


pound of flour, five ounces of beef suet, 
half a teaspoonfn' of baking powder 
and a pinch of salt 


Well grease a pudding basin 
Sieve 


tho flour, baking pouder and salt into 
a basin 
Chop tho suet flnoly, mixing 


some of the (lour with it as you do so 
This prevents It clogging. 


Remember beef suet; should always 


be used for pastry, as mutton fat haa 
too strong a flavor and is also v»ry 
hard. 
Mix the chopped suet and flour to- 


gether, then mix them to a stiff pasto 
with cold water 
Cut off about one- 


third of the pasto and put it on one 
side. 


Roll out the rest until it Is about 


three times the slzo'of the top of tha 
basin; 


D!OP the pastry into It and press It 


gently against the sides of the basin 


Sta'k and carefully look over the 


fruit, put In enough to half nil the 
basin, then put In the sugar and about 
four tablespoonsfuls of water 
Fill up 


tho basin with Cruit, packing .it tight- 
ly In, aS It will shrink in cooking. 


Take tho piece of pastry you put 


aside, work it up Into a smooth ball 
and roll H out to fit the top of tho 
basin.' Brush the edges with water, 
lay It over the fruit, pressing tho edges 
of tho two Castries together. 


Dip a pudding cloth Into boiling wa- 


ter, wring put, then dredge' it. with 
flour, shaking off, all that does-not 
stick. Lay it over the pudding, muko 
a plait In It across tho top of the pud- 
ding and tie the cloth on securely with 
string. 


Put tho basin In a pan with plenty 


of boiling water and let It boil stead- 
ily for at least two hours 
Turn it 


carefully on to a hot dish and serve 


Custard or cream should If possible 


always be served with boiled puddings

~~ , " The double drowning in the Concord river yesterday has shocked the 


people of the enfire city, but especially those near the scene of the accident, 


' and the question uppermost is, what can be done to prevent such tragedies 


-•on the Concord river'in the future'? 
We have often suggested in the past 


the necessity of some police regulation to prevent boys going on the ice of 


\ 


the-Concord river under any condition, inasmuch as it is never safe. The 


chemicals from the mills and the rather brisk current below the falls back 


of Scripture's laundry, leave the ice'on the lower river always dangerous. 


' Is there any means by which the board of police in conjunction with 


the companies that confrol the river can provide regulations to prevent boys 


from venturing upon the ice at any lime? Boys can be arrested for trespass 


if-for-no other cause if these companies agiee to uinkc any such regula- 


tion. The parents in flic vicinity, and we believe (ho people throughout the 


cily, would rejoice to see such a regulation put in force so that it would 


' be the duty of police officers to arrest any boys Ihcy find on the ice of the 


Concord river. 


We have a public skating park that is absolutely safe and where the 


smallest' children can go with perfect security. There should now be less 


temptation for boys to lisk their lives on the Concord river. Spmetimes the 


ice on parts of the Mcrrimaek river is also \ery poor; bul it is never so 


treacherous as that of the Concord. 
On Friday the ice on the Concord or 


parts of it was strong enough to cariy smnil boys, bui on Saturday a warm 


• spell came with a breeze that cleared the ice from a good portion of the 


stream.

ft hen he Is a year old, and it you 


are a young mother don't worry every 
older mother you know by asking her 
"When should baby begin to walk?' 
because the fact Is there Is no fixed 
date for the performance to begin. 


Some babies are /"strong .on" their 


pins" at a year old, others not until 
they are two perhaps or near it, but 
this should not make a mother anxious 
If'her. baby Is otherwise, healthy and 
strong 
It Is, too, a mistaken notion 


to think that baby should be taught 
to walk. This Is one of the things 
that do not require your Interference. 
Mother Nature manages it, and when 
(ha ligaments and bones .are strong 
enough you simply can't stop baby 
from walking—not, at least, unless you 
actively prevent him from doing 
There is no objection to holding his lit- 
tle hands, guiding" his steps or putting 
him Into 'leading strings" to prevent 
his falling against some dangerous ob- 
ject 
These are th'ngs that must be 


done to safeguard him 
But to put a 


child upon his feet when he has no de- 
sire to be on them arid to lead him 
along against his will under the mis- 
taken impression that you are doing a 
good thing and strengthening his legs 
and ankles Is to run a very serious 
risk of making him bowlegged. Tho 
body pressing against the bones which 
are :not yet. properly hardened causes 
them graduallj to yield and. bend out- 
ward 
The result is a permanent de- 


formity,which even an operation Is not 
able to remedy. 


A heavy child should b« keot_off his 


legs as much as possible during his 
second year, when he Is toddling about 
actively, for if he Is allowed to be on 
them as much as he wants to he is very 
likely to make himself .bowlegged.

Gentlemen:—I have your request for 


an.opinion to to-whether the power 
to. regulate the exercise 
of 
certain 


•occupations by minors in the city of. 
Lowell is' vested in tho mayor and al- 
dermen or in the board of police. 


The general law pertaining to, such 


cases (chap. 419 of the. Acts :of 1910) 
provides that "The mayoi and alder- 
men or the selectmen may make'regu- 
lations 'relative to the exercise of boot 
blacking; by minors or to the sale by 
minors of any goods, wares or mer- 
chandise the sale of which Is permit- 
ted' by section 15, arid may prohibit 
such sales''or siich trades, or may re- 
quire a minor to obtain from them a 
license'therefor to be issued on terms 
and.'conditions prescribed in such reg- 
ulations." 


In-1896 by the provisions of chapter 


2S3.of'the Acts of that year "All the 
powers vested by existing laws In the 
:may6r and aldermen or .hoard of alder- 
men of the city of Lowell in. relation to 
licensing.' regulating and 
restraining 


theatrical 
exhibitions,- public shows 


and rpublic amusements, billiard tables. 


bowling alleys, auctioneers, 
hawie.-s 


and peddlers, carriages, wagons and 
other vehicles, 
and generally 


all the powers and authority of said

newspapers by minors. 


In this, regard, were, there no statute, 


specifically, 
applying 
to minors, f 


should class them as coming under the 
head of "hawkers and peddlers" and 
within the scope of said chapter 2S3, 
but sinde the legislature has 
made 


them special objects of legislation as 
appears by the enactment of section 17 
of chapter 65 of the Revised Laws with 
its Various amendments of which said 
chapter 419 of the Acts of 1910 is the 
latest, I am of the opinion that rules 
for their exercise of the various occu- 
pations, enumerated in section 16 uf 
said chapter 65 of tho Revised Laws, 
which include the sale of newspapers, 
may. propertly be made 
only by the 


mayor and aldermen, In whom also 
Acsta the power of 
requiring- and 


granting licenses in such cases.

The double drowning in the Concord river yesterday has shocked the 


people of the entire city, but especially those near the scena of the accident, 


2nd the-question uppermost is, what can be done to prevent such tragedies 


on the Concord river in the future? 
We hnvo often suggested in the past 


•• ' the necessity of some police regulation to prevent hoya going on the ice of 


the Concord river under any condition, inasmuch as it is never safe. The 


ichemicals.from the mills and the rather brisk current below the fails back 


• of Scripture's laundry, leave the ice on the lower river always dangerous. 


Is there any means by which tho boaid of.police in conjunotio'n with 


ths companies that control tho river can provide'regulntions to prevent boys 


', from venturing upon the ice at any time? Boj's can bo arrested for trespass 


if for no other cause if these companies agree to make any suclrregula- 


, lion. The parents in the vicinit}', and we believe the people throughout the 


. city, would rejoice to see such a regulation put in force so that it would 


be the duty of police officers to arrest any boys they find on the ice of tlio 
Concord river. 


. We have a public skating park that is absolutely safe and where the 


smallest children can go with pcifcct security. There should now bo less 


temptation for bojs to risk their lives on the Concord river. Sometimes the 


"ice on parts of the Mcnimaek river is also very poor; but it is never so 


treacherous as that of the Concoid. On Friday (ho ice on the Concord or 
parts of it was bhoug enough to carry small boys, but on Saturday a warm 
spell came with a breeze that cleaied the ice from a good poition of the
